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GITTINS BILLS VOTE TODAY 



MEASURES FOR RELIEF OF RACING EXPECTED 
TO COME UP FOR ACTION. 



Enemies of Sport Go to Ridiculous Lengths in Circu- 
lating Reports as to Probable Effect of Pro- 
posed Legislation at Albany. 




New York. .Time 20. — Senator Gittins’ Mils amend- 
ing the so called directors’ liability law and defining 
book ina king are expected to come up ill the Senate 
for a vote. 

A member of the Jockey Club, after reviewing the 
criticism passed ou the bills by many of the enemies 
of racing, said: 

“Former Senator Agnew, judging by his comments 
or. Senator CJ i i tins’ bills, seems to fear that if the 
bills are passed that faro, roulette and other methods 
of gambling will bo indulged in on the tracks. To 
relieve any such apprehension on the former senator’s 
part, let me state that no gambling will take place 
on the race courses in this state. At no time on the 
race tracks under the jurisdiction of the Jockey Club. 
‘■Mil when the widest latitude was jierinitted regard- 
ing lietting. was faro or roulette played. Needless to 
say that if the directors of race tracks would not per- 
mit such things in the past they certainly will not In 
the future. So Aguew is conjuring a needless night- 
mare. 

“All the racing men ask is a square deal. It is 
not fair — it is not even constitutional, well-known 
attorneys say — to hold a director or stock holder 
official of a race track liable for any violation of the 
law against gambling or bookmaking that may be 
committed on their grounds. Why. under the present 
law', if an official of a track ordered the arrest of a 
man found violating the law. he (the director!, un- 
der the provisions of the statute, would 1 m* held 
equally guilty of the violation. Just think of that. 

“It was this drastic law that CIMCd the raee 
tracks to close, because no stockholder wished to be 
amendable to arrest under its conditions. It has 
caused directors in many fair associations up the 
state to resign because of its far-reaching effect. 
Under its provisions former Governor White, a direr 
tor in the state fair at Syracuse, is liable to arrest 
nt any time. It was this knowledge that came to 
tlv farmers during the last six months that has 
mused their present demand for the repeal and 
amendment of the present laws.’’ 

One of the men most di*eply interested in the pas- 
sage of the Gittins bills is General Stephen Sanford, 
banker ami merchant of Amsterdam, who tinds great 
enjoyment in the ownership of tine race horses. Al- 
though he recently celebrated hi* eighty fifth birth 
day. General Sanford takes just as much interest in 
his horses as lie did twenty five years ago. He owns 
Urn greatest breeding farm in this state, and. despite 
the fact that racing since 1908 has had many hard 
laps, he has not sold any of his stallions or bromi- 
mares. In the event of the bills now before the Leg 
islature being passed General Sanford has promised 
all «rf his mill hands a half holiday and a racing 
matinee at his Hurricana farm. 

New York. June 20. — -In anticipation of the pas- 
sage of tin* racing bills now before the Legislature 
at Albany, the horses of Harry Payne Whitney and 
James R. Keene are being prepared by trainer James 
Rowe for racing at Saratoga. The Whitney ami the 
Keene horses in trainer Rowe’s charge have not raced 
this summer. It has boon a peculiar twist of fortune 
that lias brought alsmt the amalgamation of the 
Whitney ami Keen** horses under one trainer. While 
flic interest or lioth strings will Im> kept separate and 
the horses will race independently. Rowe will have 
charge of iHitli sets. When one recalls the former 
bitter financial ami turf rivalry of the late W. U. 
Whltnev and James It. Keene. it seems rather singu 
lar that Harry Payne Whitney and James It. Keene 
should now have their horses in the can* of the same 
trainer. 

Mr. Whitney will have twenty head of horses and 
Mr. Keene a similar number for the meeting at Sar 
etoga. Since trainer Rowe returned fp>*-> his trip to 
England and Franc** lie has spent considerable time 
».t Brookdale. the breeding farm and training estab 
lishment maintained by Harry Payne Whitney in 
New Jersey, dividing his time lie tween Brookdale ami 
Sheepshead Bay. In tin* event of tin* passage of the 
Glttlns’ bills at Albany in the near future, the Whit- 
ney horses will he shipped to Long Island so that 
Rowe may have both strings under his constant su- 
pervision.

Paris. France, June 26. — The Grand Prix do Paris, 
tin* Mae ribbon event of the French turf, was won 
yestenlay bjjt Marquis de Ganay’s black colt As 
d’Atout. by MacDonald II. — Anastasie. Frank J. 
Gould’s bay colt Combnurg was second, close up. 
ami Michel Kphrussi’s English horse Matchless a bad 
third. Yvette, owned by Mason Carnes, a New 
Yorker who resides in Paris, also ran. 

President Fallieres of the republic, accompanied 
by the members of his cabinet, attended, as did 
many diplomats ami a great gathering of society 
people as well as a host of Americans who had romp 
to Long* liamps from tin* coronation. The race proved 
a spirited contest between As d’Atouf and the Gould 
horse. Both horses were at long odds, the former at 
16 to 1 ami the latter at 15 to 1. but in the stretch 
they had tin* raee to themselves. Coming to the 
finish the two raced head ami head, but fombourg 
was in a had position agaiust tin* ropes and jockey 
Ri itl. compelled to give way ami forced to go to the 
outside, lost the race by a length. Three lengths 
separated the s**<*«n*l ami third horses. ReitT 
promptly file*! a protest against the winner on tin* 
ground that tli«* rider of As d’Atoat had for*****l him 
to the ropes, but the stewards refused to sustain the 
objection. 

The Prix de Paris is a three-year-old event at 
om* mile ami seven eighths. The value of tin* stake 
this year was $7<>.20o. Alcantara II.. owned by 
Baron *b* Rothschild, which early in June won the 
French Derby, was a hot public favorite in the bet 
ting at 9 to 10. Alcantara II. had won the Derby 
from Frank J. Gould's < 'onibourg liy six lengths, 
eased up. and looked to have a splendid chance for 
another great victory today. At the start Alcantara II. 
cam** out of the field with a swinging stride, closely 
pressed by As d’Atout ami Coinbourg. They main- 
tained these positions into the final straightaway, 
when the favorite weakened, falling iuto the ruck. 

Half a dozen American jockeys rode in the raee. 
including O’Neill. IleitT. O’Connor, Turner, Henry 
and Donohue. 

Frank J. Gould was all smiles after the raee, 
when he .said: “I may not have won the Grand Prix. 
hut from the performance of Oombourg today I 
know that I own tin* best horse in tin* world. This 
satisfaction is worth more to me than the prize 
money in the Grand Prix. Though $60,000 Is a 
large sum to pay for a horse, (V>mhourg justified 
all my hopes and my confidence in the judgment of 
my racing manager, Fred Calhoun.”

CANADIAN GOVERNMENT AIDS BREEDING. 

Cash Bonus to Bo Granted to Keepers of Thorough 
bred Stallions — Big Stables at Fort Erie. 



Buffialo, N. Y.. June 26.— The fourteen-car special 
that left Hamilton this morning arrived at Fort 
Erie this aftern**on and brought many of the stables 
that will take part in the meeting of (in* Niagara 
Racing Association which is scheduled to open 
Saturday. Included in the shipment were the big 
establishments of S. C. Hildreth, August Belmont 
and R. F. Carman. 

A new three-quarter mile chute has been con 
structed at the Fort Erie track since last fall, which 
will eliminate starting on a turn in races at this 
distance. Superintendent Judd, who has been look 
ing after Kenilworth, is at Fort Erie putting tin 
track in shape. Many racing followers from New 
York returned to their homes at the chase of the 
Hamilton meeting, but they will all he on hand for 
the Fort Erie owning. 

Word lias reached here from Ottawa that the 
Canadian government has decided ou a yearly cash 
grant to keepers of thoroughbred sires. This is 
what the National Bureau of Breeding has been 
striving to bring about for nearly three years and 
as it identifies the federal government with the 
t borough bred it will be a g**od thing for the horse. 
In a statement which will be published all over 
Canada, the government points ont the need of 
thoroughbred blood and sets aside the sum of $25*) 
for each stallion per year, from which it will be 
seen that while the legislatures in the United States 
are wrecking tin* thoroughbred industry, th** Cana- 
dian government and Canadian Breeding Bureau are 
building it up and profiting l»y the experience gained 
at great expense by European poivers. 



WHITNEY MARES RETURNED TO BROOKDALE, 



liexington. Ky.. June 26.— Johnny Miller left here 
yesterday for Brookdale Stud, Redhank. N. J.. witli 
three great thoroughbred mares and a suckling filly 
belonging to Harry Payne Whitney. They are An 
fill (winner of the Futurity. Brighton Handicap, 
etc.,) and her suckling h.v Broomstick; Handspun 
(dam of Tanya. Tangle, etc), and Green Veil (sister 
to Burgomaster). These mares had been at August 
Belmont's Nursery Stud since April 11 and were 
all mated with Rock Sand, the “tripe crown” winner 
for which Mr. Belmont paid $125,000. 

It is reported here that Harry Payne Whitnev 
has purchased all the yearling thoroughbreds at 
James R. Keene’s Castleton Stud, and that it was 
for this reason they were not shipped to England 
last week. Maj. Foxhall A. Daingerfield. “ Mr. 
Keene’s brother-in-law, and manager of Castleton 
Stud, said today that he had no information as to 
t lie authenticity of the report. “I have received no 
advices from Mr. Keene relative to yearlings,” said 
he, “since I was instructed last Wednesday to annul 
the order tor cars and to keep the yearlings at 
Castleton.” 



HEAVY GOING AT LATONIA 



CONTINUED RAINS LEAVE KENTON COUNTY 
TRACK IN BAD CONDITION. 



Princess Callaway Shows Rare Mud Running Ability 
by Taking Feature Race in Canter — Bachelor 
Girl Beats Lady Lightning. 



Cincinnati, O., June 26. — Disagreeable weather and 
a bad track detracted from th*: iuterest iq today’* 
racing at Latonia and accounted for a slump In 
attendance. The racing was uninteresting, most 
of the winners scoring in decisive fashion. Favor- 
ites fared fairly well, three of them accounting for 
purses. 'Fhe defeats of Melvor. Cynosure and Azy- 
iade were costly to the big bettors and constituted 
th** main disappointments of the afternoon. Indif- 
ferent riding on the part of jockey Glass featured 
the raring. Ho had the mounts on Cynosure, Melvor, 
Bourlton Beau, Azyiade and Silver Knight. His 
efforts on the last-named pair were especially un- 
satisfactory. On Silver Knight he was astride much 
the best 1 orse in the closing race, hut he kept Mu* 
a trailer until the stretch was reached, then tried 
hard, but was unable to overcome Intrinsic’s lead. 
After th»* finish, m. Michaels, formerly 8 rider 
hereabouts, but now controlling a stable racing in 
South America, bid up th** winner to $1,000 and 
became her owner. She will be shipped with others 
to South America. 

Princess Callaway proved herself a smart mud per- 
former by taking the feature race in cantering stylo 
from Korma k and Melton Street. Bourbon Beau fin- 
ished a distant trailer. 

The speedy quartet that composed the field in the 
fifth race were medians of heavy speculation, Aay~ 
iade being held best liecause of uncertainty as to 
whether Lady Lightning would like the going. Azy- 
iade ran prominently for the first half mile, then 
succumbed readily to the much improved Bachelor 
Girl. Lady Lightning came with a rush in the 
stretch to take second place from the favorite. 
Viley. hy winning the opener, enabled W. L. Lewi* 
to take his first purse of the season. He scored 
cantering after a display of high early speed. Tay 
Pay showed sudden improvement when he took the 
third race, with Melvor and Plutocrat trailing. 
Owner McManus is said to have made a big winning 
on Tay Pay. 

Jockeys J. Peavenport and E. Martin were each; 
suspended five days by the starter for disobedience 
at the post. 

John Ilogan. formerly assistant to starter J. J. 
Holtman. arrived today from Chicago and distri- 
bute*! the condition books for the races to be held 
at Hawthorne track. Chicago, July 3 and 4. under 
th«* auspices of the National Letter Carriers’ Asso- 
ciation. The purses range from $250 to $700, and 
shipping expenses will he defrayed 1 by those in 
charge of the racing. About seventy -five horses 
were listed this morning by Mr. Hogan to be shipped 
to Chicago to take part in the racing. 

The speedy two-year-old filly. Calisse, was shipped 
to Texas this morning to be turned out until fall. 
It is thought that a respite from training will bene- 
fit her greatly and afford her an opportunity to 
develop. 

Secretary E. W. Maginn wil leave for Buffalo to- 
morrow to assume his duties preliminary to the 
opening of the Fort Erie meeting next Saturday. 

I>on Johnson and E. W. Heffner will ship seven 
horses to Fort Erie next Thursday. This will be 
the only shipment from here until after the close 
ot the Latonia meeting. 

Mary Leo Johnson was purchased this morning for 
$4*9) by Dillard Hill from L. Johnson.

BUTWELL SUCCESSFUL IN RUSSIA. 

New York. June 26. — One of the latest American 
jockeys to score a pronounced success on foreign 
courses is James Butwcll, who rode with success for 
Janies R. Keene in this country. Butwcll is now 
in the employ of Count Lazarcff, who races probably 
the best stable iu Russia. He was engaged at the 
suggestion of 8. 8. Howland, and out of the first 
eighteen races that lie rode abroad he lost only 
three. 

A recent winning ride was in the Warsaw Derby. 
Resides this rich stake he has won the Empress 
Prize ami the Produce Stakes, two of the rieh 
Russian fixtures. In the running of the Empress 
Prize a peculiar ruling was made after Butwell 
had won with the I^azareff starter. The stewards 
decided that the pace had been too slow for the first 
I verst and it was called no contest, making it neces- 
sary to run it over again. This was not the only 
time that Butwell came umler the displeasure of the 
stewards, ami for one offense he was threatened with 
a suspension of his license for fifteen days. The 
I ruling would doubtless have been made had It not 
been for the influence of his employer, who is a 
steward of the Jockey Club. Butwell had been fined 
100 mbit's for “bot liering’’ another rUler iu a race 
at Warsaw ou the second day of the meeting. Later 
when he was carried into tilt* fence in a race he took 
tlie law into his own hands, and after dismounting 
proceeded to whip the offender in real American 
style. It was for this offense that the suspension 
was threatened, but he escaped by paying a fine of 
300 rubles. 

Of the American jockeys still in Russia Joe Pig- 
got t, who several years ago rode for Edward Corri- 
gan, when the master of Hawthorne raced one of 
the best stables in the west, is riding in trotting 
races. Jockey Hoar has been riding successfully 
for several seasons, and the services of Joe Rich- 
ards are still in great demand on the Russian tracks. 
Heinie Ilomer, an American who was riding in 
Russia, has gone to Paris, where there are more 
frequent opportunities.

AMERICAN TRAINING METHODS IN FRANCE. 

The Vanderbilt thoroughbred establishment at 
Poissy. Fra nee, is the subject of exhaustive and 
entertaining comment by Hotspur in a late issue of 
Loudon Sporting Life, extracts from which appear 
below: 

“In the way of general appointments and extra- 
ordinary minuteness of detail probably tin* most re- 
markable training establishment *in Europe is that 
presided over by W. Duke at Poissv, France. He 
is private trainer to the American capitalist, W. K. 
Vanderbilt, who for the last season or two has l*ceu 
at the head of the list of winning owners in France. 
1 tilling a recent visit to that country I had the 
privilege <>f locking over Duke’s place. It is in- 
tensely interesting because it is so entirely different 
t<> the training establishments I have seen in England. 
Duke is nothing if not strikingly original in his 
ideas, in Mr. Vanderbilt he has a profusely gener- 
ous and a pleasantly compliant patron. Thus, in 
planning the details of the place and developing his 
theories Duke lias practically had a free hand. 
Poissy was originally a race course. It was sub- 
sequently acquired by M. Camille Plane, who built 
some boxes and used it as a training establishment. 
Eventually this was given up and when Mr. Vander- 
bilt bought it it was in a derelict state. 

“Poissy is a typical old French town, and is cele- 
brated as the birthplace of St. Louis, who was 
styled Lulls of Poissy. Tin* quondam race course 
where Duke trains is most charmingly situated on 
the banks of the Seine, it lies in a sort of eup or 
valley, surrounded by gently rising wooded hills, and 
is within hail of the beautiful forest of St. Germain, 
where there are some excellent gallops. The whole 
district is delightfully picturesque and rural, and 
Duke lias been fortunate enough to secure an ideal 
training ground. When Mr. Vanderbilt bought the 



regardeil them with amused wonderment. However, 
nothing succeeds like success, and Duke can compla 
gently reflect that bis methods, quaint as they may 
seem to the uninitiated, have spelled nothing but 
business. Everything at Poissy has been done on 
a prodigal scale*. The comfort of those employed in 
the place has liecn studied to an extent that would 
astonish even some of Hie most kindly considerate 
of owners in this country. George Platt, who for- 
merly trained Prince Soltykoff’s horses at New- 
market. is installed as head man. lie has a most 
charming house, with an orchard which has recently 
been planted with scores of trees. An eloquent 
tribute, by the way to the generosity of Mr. Van- 
derbilt. There is a very pretty rustic cottage for 
(he stable jockey, if lie wishes to nso it, and the 
accommodation for the boys is quite unique. The 
old maxim that ‘cleanliness is next to godliness’ is 
studiously observed. There is a huge hath for the 
lioys, in which a dozen can bathe at the same time. 
A recreation room and a billiard table are also pro- 
vided. 

“The Poissy establishment may he likened to a 
miniature town. Nothing seems to be missing, and 
iioth .Mr. Vanderbilt and his trainer take the closest 
personal Interest in everything appertaining to the 
establishment. This is a model of order and neat 
ness. I was much interested in a new motor horse 
van which has recently been purchased. This is 
hcatlfully constructed and can travel at the rate of 
forty miles an hour. There is a divided compart- 
ment for two horses, and the convenience of the 
automobile must tic incalculable, because horses can 
he easily aud comfortably conveyed to the various 
French lace meetings without the risks attendant 
upon walking them to the different courses. Paris 
is a great racing center. There are race courses 
all around it. Dnke has a big stable of horses under 
iiis charge, and among these are some good-looking 
aud well bred two-year-olds. I was particularly 
struck with a lovely filly by Main tenon First Sight. 
She has ample size, length and quality, good bone 
and altogether she looks destined to make a name 
for herself. 

“There is another very ( banning bay filly called 
Sandtiy. She is by Maintenon — Sandflakc, a mare by 
Trenton — Sandiwny. It will lie remembered that 
Sandiway, which was by Doncaster — (’lenience, by 
Newminster, carried the late Duke of Westminster’s 
colors with distinction. She ran second to The 
Lambkin for the St. Legcr. Most of the horses 
looked very rough in their coats. The reason of this 
is easily explained. There are no fewer than thirty 
paddocks where Duke turns all his horses out during 
the winter to face the exigencies of the weather, 
no matter what it may 1 m>. This makes them sin- 
gularly hardy, and it is significant that there is sel- 
dom any illness in the stable. Of the older animals 
Reinhart, a rather plain-looking liotse, is in the 
Ascot Gold Cup. His form in France last year was 
very respectable. He was third In the French Derby 
and second in the Grand Prize of .Paris, heating 
Bronzino, Charles O’Malley and Lem burg. He sub- 
sequently won the valuable Prix Royal Oak at Faris. 
It is Mr. Vanderbilt’s intention, I believe, to have 
him trained for Ascot. 

“Presumably the tiest three-year-old in the Poissy 
stable is Manfred, which only suffered one defeat 
last season and that was in his first engagement, 
when Lord Burgoyne beat him a head for the Om- 
nium de Deux Ans at Maisons-LaflUte. He is a big, 
muscular colt, and should be seen to advantage in 
the French classic races this year. He is by Main- 
tenon, which was one of the most brilliant horses of 
his day. After running seixind to Eider for the 
French Two Thousand Guineas. Maintenon won Mr. 
Vanderbilt the French Derby from a big field. He 
was unplaced to Spearmint in the Grand Prize of 
Paris, but won the ITix du President de la Re 
puhliqiie, the Prix Monarque, the Grand Prize of 
Deauville, the Prix Royal Oak and the Prix du (’on- 
sell Municipal — a truly remarkable three-year-old 
record. He was by La Sagittaire. a son of the gray 
Le Saney. La Sagittaire was third in the Grand 
Prize of Paris. Manfred is expected to make a liold 
bid for t lie French Darby. 

“Needless to say, Duke is one of the cleverest 
men in his profession. He acted as private trainer 
to the late Sir John Thursby and his son, George 
Thursby. Prior to Ilia t he was associated with 
Enoch Wishnrd at a time when American methods 
and American jockeys were almost overwhelming in 
this country. Haphazard, I turned up the Racing 
Calendar of 1900 and notice that at Doncaster Ameri- 
can owners and trainers were in extraordinary 
feather. Thus J. A. Drake’s Joe Ullman won the 
Fitzwllliam Stakes, his Flying Greek the Stand 
Plate, his Pedant the Milton Stakes, his Royal Flush 
the Cleveland Handicap aud his King’s Courier the 
Doncaster (’up. All these horses were trained by 
Wishnrd, who is now in France acting as head man 
to one of the American trainers. At the same meet- 
ing Duke’s Remember Me won the Corporation Sidl- 
ing Handicap and W. Whitney’s Spectrum the 
Doncaster Welter. Lester Rciff, J. Reiff and Sloan 
rode the winners of no fewer than fifteen races 
among them. Lester Reiff alone rode seven win- 
ners.”

property the old buildings were ruthlessly pulled 
down, and in their plaee has arisen a splendid col- 
lection of large and lofty lioxos, which have been 
constructed upon the most modern hygienic prin- 
ciples. There is an admirable covered ride, wlticli 
extends the full circuit of the stables. It measures 
five laps to the mile. In order that he can take up 
his position at one end of the ride and observe what 
the boys arc doing when trotting the horses round, 
the trainer has had cunningly devised mirrors placed 
in su»'h a position that he can see exactly what is 
taking place on |»otli sides of the stables at the same 
moment. 

“.Mr. Vanderbilt has built himself a pretty house 
within a short distance of the stables, and lie spends 
most <>f bis time here when in France. No fewer 
than thirty gardeners are employed and in the sum- 
mer time the gardens are a feast for the eye and 
the senses. The race course, where the horses are 
trained, is about a mile and a quarter in circumfer- 
ence. Like other American trainers. Duke is an 
implicit believer in some of the principles which 
are applied to the preparation of trotters. He lias 
unbounded faith in the time test. The course, which 
consists of excellent turf, is banked up at the turns 
after the style of the best trotting tracks. Duke 
has an arrangement which is probably unique so far 
as the training of race horses is concerned. He has 
had erected opposite ihe winning post a small cov- 
ered grandstand, with glass sides. Around the track 
is fixed a signaling apparatus like that used on the 
railways. By pulling a lever in his coign of vantage 
a flap is released, and this is a sigual to the hoys 
to teil them when they are going too fast or too 
slow, according to the ideas of the trainer, who 
stands, watch in hand, closely and keenly observant 
of every movement and incident in the inorning’ts 
work*,
